Two Shell Bollers, 

An English engineer proposes to make 
boilers capable of withstanding greatly in- 
creased pressures by constructing them of 
two shells and maintaining a pressure in 
the space between them. A boiler to work 
safely under a pressure of 250 pounds 
would consist of an inner shell capable of 
withstanding a pressure of 150 surrounded 
by a shell whose safe working pressure 
was 100. Reducing valves allow sufficient 
steam to pass from the inner boiler to the 
space between the sbells to maintain the 
required pressure, and the inner shell is 
thus subjected to un upbalanced pressure 
of only 150 pounds, although containing

What a Cedula Really Is. 
The cable and the telegraph frequently 
bring from abroad terms of finance that 
are unintelligible to all but the most ex- 


pert in Wall street. The financial crisis in 


the Argentine republic carried into the 
press the word cedula,“ and some curios- 
ity as to its meaning has been excited 
among the uninitia George Rutledge 
Gibson, the broker, the other day gave this 
explanation of the term: “In the Ar 
gentine congress passed a law creating a 
National Hypothecation bank, whose func- 


5 tions are not to loan money on m 
Down the long incline came the fright- put to issue negotiable cedulas or bonds 


based upon a mort given by the bor- 
rower to the dank. “Siete oedulas are then 
delivered to the borrower, who may dis- 
pose of them in the loan market as best he 
can. The government guarantees the in- 
terest, I believe, and provides fora sinking | 
fund gradually to the debt. 
ehe face ot the cedulas 828.8 
to 81,000. They are payable to Bearer and 
all the property of the mortgageor is lia- 
ble. The property mortgaged must be con- 
sidered worth fully twice as much as the 
loan, and upon defanit the bank advertises 
the property for sale without right of re- 
demption. The state votes a credit to the 
hank to manage this business, the object 
being to mobilize the land; which is one of 


This plan does not necessarily supersede 
the old method of individual borrowings 
on mortgage, but since it has the counte- 
nance of the state and is a uniform system 
it has been a success so far. Very likely 
the cedula idea has suggested to the Amer- 
ican farmcss their proposition to have the 
government itself loan them money at a 
low rate of interest. New York Tribune.
